The provincial authorities are to get 
out a pamphlet explaining what the law 
permits a motor driver to do and what it 
forbids him doing. Evidently there is 
need of that, A stranger might at times 
suspect either that there wasn’t any law 
bearing on the subject or that some mo- 
torists had never heard about it or could 
not understand what it meant, 

It is to be auppeqees when the per- 
missions and prohibitions have been thus 
stripped of mystifying legal terms and set 
out in good plain language of the street, 
that the intention is to back up the explan- 
ations by appropriate enforcement proce- 
dure. Offenders will then be without the 
excuse of a real or pretended misunder- 
standing of the law, But the pamphlet 
will not enforce the law. The police will | 
have to do that.

THE COS 

One point in connection with the re- 
parations settlement ought to engage the 
attention of even a casual reader, Ger- | 
many is taking 59 years in which to pay 
the bill. The payments will total up to 
$27,000,000,000, But if Germany could 
pay cash down now it could liquidate the 
bill for less than $9,000,000,000, The in- 
terest over that long term will amount to 
twice the principal. 

That is something worth thinking 
over, in relation to private business, but | 
particularly in reference to municipal and 
government expenditures, It pays to pay 
cash. If Edmonton could have pursued a 
policy of “pay as you go,” the city would 
now have twice the improvements and no 
debt. That may not be a practicable pol- 
icy, but the nearer a community can come 
to it, the more the taxpayer can get for 
his money.

A responsible committee has reported | 
to Geneva that Austria is secretly re-arm- 
ing, and that the lines are laid to let con- 
tracts for munitions on a large scale once 
the Allied military control is withdrawn. 
Considering the impoverished condition of |

has been reduced, a report of that kind 
from any less credible source would have 
to be taken as a joke. But the represent- 
ation is made by an authority created by 
the Council of Ambassadors for the pur- 
pose of keeping it informed on the drift of 
things in that country. 

That being the case, it is to be sup- 
posed the Allies will promptly defer the 
plans for withdrawing their military con- 
trol, and take what other measures are 
necessary to prevent Austria starting dn- | 
other conflagration.

Some of the remedies suggested to

Miss Annie Stewart, national presi- 
dent, emphasized the need of investi-

In her opinion midwives would 
never solve the problem for Canada, 
as there fs no provision made for 
their training in Canadian hospitals, 
She thought a more thorough survey 
should be made, this being conducted 
by a physician, statisticlan and an 
economist who was a specialist in so- 
clau service and economics.

RELIGION IS 
CAUSE OF ROW 
NEAR SUNLAND 


Litigants Say Peace of Lit- 
tle Rural Town is 


Threatened 

Religious riots are threatening to 
disturb the hitherto peaceful tranqull- 
ity of the village of Sunland. At least 
this is the contention of a certain sec- 
tion of the community who have taken 
legal steps to maintain peace by 
launching an action in the supreme 
court of Alberta, The Ruthenian Or- 


thodox Holy Trinity Church of Sun- | 


land together with Pete Shulko, Geo 
Wollanski, and John Mnoholilny are 
the plaintiffs in an action against 
Josef Malayko, Geo, Bedniak, and 
Nykolay Laskiwka, who hold the land 
upon which the church at Sunland 
stands, 

The efforts of the defendants to 
bring into the church at Sunland a 
priest of the Russo-Greek Orthodox 
Catholic chureh contrary to the bellefs 
and doctrines of the congregation is 
the cause of the present trouble, and 
an injunction is being sought restrain- 
ing them. In the alternative riots, {t 
is said, will ensue. 

Church Cost $7,500 

In 190%, the plaintiff, Bkulko, along 
with many other Ukrainians, then 
known as Ruthenians or “Ruski” In 
distinction from Russians who came 
from the Old Country, organized a 
church which was built at a cost of 
$7,500. In 1912 the congregation in- 
structed the trustees to get title to 
the land, On December 21, 1921, con- 
trary to these Instructions or else 
through ignorance the trustees caus- 
ed a Utle to be obtained in their 
names. On March 29, 1915, the con- 
gregation obtained letters of incor- 
poration in the name of the Ruthenian 
Orthodox Holy ‘Trinity Church of Bun- 
land and the congregation was not 
aware that title to lands stood in the 
name of the Russian Orthodox Church 
of Sunland, On June 6, 1929, con+ 
gregation held a general meeting when 
the plaintiffs were elected as trustees 
and they made a demand for the keys 
of the church from Laskiwka, which 
was refused 

It is dileged that the defendants are 
endeavoring to undermine and pervert 
the congregation by employing a priest 
belonging to the Russo-Greek Or- 
thodox Catholic church and have re- 
fused to permit @ priest of the Ukrain- 
jan Greek Orthodox Church of Can-+ 
ada to hold services,
